Mortgage help 


Breaking down Obama’s ‘Making Home Affordable’ plan

President Obama’s new mortgage relief 
plan, launched Wednesday, aims to help 
up to 9 million borrowers qualify for more 
affordable mortgages and stay in their 
homes— either by refinancing or chang- 
ing the terms of the loan. 

Are you one of them? 

Here are some questions and answers 
about the latest round of aid for hom- 
eowners. 

How do I know if I qualify for the refinanc- 
ing plan? 

Only homeowners in good standing 
whose loans are held by Fannie Mae or 
Freddie Mac qualify 

The property must be owner-occupied 
and the borrower must have enough 
income to make payments on the new 
mortgage debt. 

Borrowers can’t owe more than 105 
percent of their home’s current value on 
their first mortgage. For example, if your 
home is worth $200,000, your first mort- 


gage can’t exceed $210,000. Borrowers 
have until June 2010 to apply for the 
program. 

How do I know if my mortgage is owned 
by Fannie Mae or Freddie Mac? 

Call your current lender or mortgage 
servicer. You can also contact Fannie 
Mae at 1-800-7FANNIE and Freddie Mac at 
1-800-FREDDIE from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. Or, 

go to fanniemae.com/homeaffordable and 
freddiemac.com/avoidforeclosure and fill 
out the online request forms. 

What borrowers qualify for the modifica- 
tion program? 

You don’t have to be behind on 
your mortgage payments to qualify 
Delinquent borrowers and current bor- 
rowers who are at risk of imminent 
default are both eligible. 

The program applies to mortgages 
made on Jan. 1 or earlier. The mortgage 
payment including taxes, insurance and 
homeowners association dues must 


exceed 31 percent of the borrowers’ gross 
monthly income. 

The property must be the homeown- 
er’s primary residence. Eligible borrowers 
will have to provide their most recent tax 
return and two pay stubs, as well as an 
“affidavit of financial hardship” to qualify 
for the loan modification program. 

Borrowers are allowed to have their 
loans modified only once. The program 
runs through Dec. 31, 2012. 

What if I don't qualify for either program— 
is there any other way to get help with a 
mortgage? 

Contact your lender or mortgage servicer 
regarding other options. Alternatively, 
contact a local housing counselor to 
negotiate with your lender or servicer, 
to help locate other local resources 
like rescue grants or loans. Focal hous- 
ing counselors can be found at the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development’s Web site at www.hud.gov/ 
offices/hsg/sfh/hcc/hcs.cfm.

Haggling in the 
new economy 

“There are no two finer words in the English language than ‘encased 
meats,’ my friend.” 

That’s the motto of the mouthwatering, taste-bud-dazzling, 
mood-lifting, wait-in-line-ability-testing, foie-gras-ban-defying 
North Side hot dog joint known as Hot Doug’s. 

And I agree with the sentiment, at least when I’m at Hot Doug’s. 

Now, thanks to the father-in-law of a good friend, I’d like to add 
that there are no seven finer words in the English language than: “Is 
that the best you can do?” 

I’m talking about the art of the haggle. 

As in: Mr. Salesperson, that LCD TV costs $599? Is that the best 
you can do? Mr. Landlord, the rent is $900 a month? Is that the best 
you can do? Mr. Vending Machine, those Cheetos Flamin’ Hots are 
70 cents? Is that the best you can do? 

My friend’s father-in-law is a leader in the field of price negotia- 
tion, and he manages it all with those seven beautiful words and the 
confidence they’ve given him. After he says it to a store manager, 
you half expect him to follow with, “These are not the droids you’re 
looking for.” 

As the fat cats who sunk us all collect bailouts to pay for things 
like private Sheryl Crow concerts (true; see last week’s Maureen 
Dowd column in The New York Times), my friend’s father-in-law, 
and those with comparable cojones, are leading the rest of us into 
the new, disheveled economy 

It used to be there were only two products you could haggle for 
in America: cars and ... mattresses. (Have you also noticed that all 
mattress stores keep their lights on after closing?

But 
those were different times— before the economy became a parody 
of a bad economy 

And that’s what’s so great about those fine seven English words, 
“Is that the best you can do?” It’s almost a parody of how to haggle. 

Go ahead and try it. Watch the store manager give you a “Did 
you really just say that?” look. Then inch your way to the door. 

Then watch the manager say, “How much do you want to pay for 
it?” Then, name your price. Then exalt in the glory of your triumph. 
Then, please, mail the difference to AIG. 
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LOTTERY WINNERS 


Boisvert, 46, said she’s not even moving 
out of her parents’ home. Her mother, for 
the record, seems to be more happy about 
the winnings than Boisvert. Her mom called 
all of her relatives, while Boisvert just told 
her co-workers, though not because of the 
recession.

Money didn’t change everything for James Dybas of Brighton Park— in fact, 
money changed almost nothing. 

When Dybas won several thousand dollars on an Illinois Lottery scratch- 
off ticket in November, he told only his family and a few close friends. 

He didn’t quit his job or buy a Porsche or a Rolex or a yacht with the lump 
sum he received the day after Christmas. Instead, he set aside a portion for 
a family cruise to Jamaica. The rest, he said, is in savings for a future home 
purchase in the suburbs. 


Dybas, 31, wasn’t concerned about inheriting 
the lottery winner’s curse of going bust. He 
was worried about the recession. 

“With the money that I won, if I ever did 
lose my job I kind of have a cushion until I 
find another one,” said Dybas, who works in 
construction. 

Welcome to the not-so-glamorous side 
of winning the lottery Illinois winners who 
talked to RedEye said they are playing it safe 
and smart by forsaking luxury in this economy 
in favor of building a savings account. 

They aren’t telling members of their 
extended family or co-workers for fear that 
they will be hit up for money Many of the 
winners contacted by RedEye were even 
skittish to have their names— or, like Dybas, 
the amount of money they won— printed in 
the paper because they don’t want to draw 
attention to their nouveau riches. 

Nevertheless, more Americans are emptying 
their pockets to play the lottery. Scientific 
Games, a scratch-off ticket manufacturer, 
said 25 of 42 states with lotteries have seen 
sales of scratch-off and daily lottery games 
rise since July. 

Illinois officials say they are witnessing 
little-to-no change in overall sales over the 
past year, but the game might change locally. 
State Senate President John Cullerton, a 
Chicago Democrat, said last month he’d like 
a private company to oversee the Illinois 
Lottery, which has been a state-run agency 
for nearly 35 years. 

Cullerton also dangled the idea of selling 
Illinois Lottery tickets on the Internet, 
though it’s unclear whether federal law would 
allow it. No other state sells lottery tickets 
online. 


There was no word on how this would 
affect the state’s 7,500 -plus lottery retailers, 
who get a commission on winning tickets. In 
the fiscal year that ended in 2008, retailers 
received about $140 million in commissions 
and bonuses. 

At 26th And Kedzie Gas in Little Village, 
lottery business has been very good over the 
last year. Four winning $25,000 Pick 4 tickets 
were purchased at the gas station, one of the 
top sellers of winning tickets in the city. 

“It’s lucky because it’s always busy,” said 
assistant manager Sergio Martinez, who 
added that he had personally won $1,000 on 
a $20 instant ticket. 

The Illinois Lottery’s game offerings 
include Mega Millions (current jackpot: $12 
million for Friday’s drawing), Lotto (match 
three-to-six numbers for a prize) and instant 
scratch-off tickets (32 different games that 
cost up to $20 each). 

After they win, Lotto and Mega Millions 
players have 60 days from the date of the 
drawing to decide whether to claim a one- 
time lump sum or payments over 25 years. 
If they wait until after 60 days to claim their 
prize, winners automatically receive the 26- 
payment plan. 

All other Illinois Lottery games are paid in 
a lump sum. 

And don’t forget about the taxes. The 
federal government withholds 25 percent 
from prize amounts exceeding $5,000, while 
the state takes 3 percent from prize amounts 
of $1,000 and up. 

Lottery sales totaled $2 billion in the fiscal 
year that ended in July, up 2.8 percent from 
the previous year. Of that money, 58 percent 
went to winners, 7 percent went to lottery 


MEGA PRIZE 

It may go down as the best memo Bob 
Space (above) ever wrote: “We won the 
big one!” He sent it Wednesday morning 
to nine fellow employees at an insurance 
company in central New Jersey who may 
soon share a $216 million Mega Millions 
jackpot. Lottery officials say no one has 
officially come forward to claim the prize 
yet, but the ticket the group showed 
reporters Wednesday matched the 
winning numbers, ap 

retailers and 3 percent paid for operating 
expenses. 

The lottery contributed the leftover 
32 percent, about $657 million, to the 
Common School Fund to help pay for 
education funding, as required by law 

Diane Boisvert of Old Irving Park has been 
a longtime contributor— typically with no 
payoff That is, until Christmas Eve. 

That day, Boisvert bought Lotto tickets for 
herself and her co-workers, who pool their 
money for the weekly drawing. On a whim, 
Boisvert, who has regularly bought lottery 
tickets since she was 18, separately purchased 
a $5 scratch-off ticket. She won $50,000. 

“It was a lovely Christmas,” said Boisvert, 
though she said she dicin’ t blow any money on 
herself. “I paid off my car. I had three years 
left on that. To me that was a big weight off 
my shoulders. ... In this economy, it’s best to 
have a little nest egg in case I’m laid off.”

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Loose tongue led to Yang arrest

As Rhoni Reuter lay dying on her kitchen 
floor, Marni Yang paused to look at an ultra- 
sound photo of the baby Reuter hoped to 
deliver in two months, officials said. Before 
leaving Reuter's Deerfield condo, they 
said, Yang took a few personal items of 
Reuter's, including a silver and pearl brace- 
let inscribed with one word: Pregnant. 

Intensely jealous of Reuter's relation- 
ship with former Chicago Bear Shaun 
Gayle, and of her pregnancy with his 
daughter, Yang on Oct. 4, 2007, shot and 
killed Reuter and her unborn child Skylar, 
prosecutors said Wednesday Reuter, 42, 


was shot seven times, including twice in 
the abdomen. 

According to authorities, Yang spent 
months plotting the murder and hatched 
a plan in painstaking detail to cover her 
tracks — adding stolen plates to a getaway 
car that she had rented with someone else's 
credit card, wearing a wig in disguise, and 
burying the murder weapon in a bucket of 
cement. 

“This was a murder that was committed 
in cold blood,” said Lake County State's 
Atty Mike Waller. 

Yang, 41, had been the chief suspect for 
months, authorities said, but they didn't 


have enough to charge her. In the end, it 
was her own loose tongue, sharing tell- 
tale details with a friend, that cinched her 
arrest, authorities said. 

Prosecutors say Yang and Gayle dated, 
but Gayle insisted he never dated Yang 
and wasn't aware of her desire to be his 
girlfriend. She had a history of harassing 
women who were involved with Gayle, 
Deerfield police said. 

“This individual wanted to replace 
Rhoni. She was trying to get Rhoni out of 
the way so she could possibly foster a rela- 
tionship,” Gayle said as he stood outside 
the Waukegan courthouse

Siretha Woods said 
nothing, even as deputies hustled 
Phillips’ wailing relatives out of the room. 
For Woods, the verdict was bittersweet- 
the girl Phillips killed was her daughter, 
Siretha White, cut down by a bullet 
meant for a rival gang two days before 
she would have turned 11. 


Judge finds Weis in contempt 

A federal judge Wednesday found Chicago Police 
Supt. Jody Weis in contempt for defying an order 
to turn over a list of police officers with multiple 
citizen complaints. The Chicago Police Department 
was ordered in December by a judge to submit a 
“repeater list” of officers who have accumulated at 
least five complaints since 2002. But Weis declined 
to provide the list before a deadline, contending 
that naming the officers would threaten their safety 
and hurt department morale. Mayor Daley has 
backed Weis’ decision. 





Homicide tracker 

This was another bad week for the Austin 
neighborhood. 

A 36-year-old man was fatally shot outside 
his home Tuesday morning. Five homicides 
have occurred in Austin since the beginning 
of the year, according to a RedEye analysis of 
preliminary police data.

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Female basketball 
player’s slams even 
get Shaq’s attention

HOUSTON Brittney Griner can dunk. 

Not one of those just-above-the-rim throw- 
downs that have long been accepted as the best a 
woman can do in games of the past. When the 6- 
foot-8 high school senior dunks, it can be a rim- 
rattling, backboard-shaking, two-handed slam. 

Even Shaquille O'Neal is impressed. 

“It would bring a whole new dimension to the 
women’s game,” said O’Neal, who knows a thing 
or two about dunking and met Griner last year. 
He said he was amazed at how high above the 
rim she could reach. 

Simply put, she dunks like a guy 

“It was overwhelming, obviously, the first 
time I did it, and I just wanted to do it more and 
more,” she said. 

Griner, who signed with Baylor, is the top 
player in the country, according to rlvals.com 
and ESPN’s HoopGurlz. She has dunked more 
than 50 times in games this season for Aldine 
Nimitz, a north Houston school. She’s averaging 
27 points, 12 rebounds and almost eight blocks. 

“I’ve been doing this a long time ... but I’ve 
never seen anything like Brittney Griner,” Baylor 
coach Kim Mulkey said. 

Since Georgeann Wells ofWest Virginia became 
the first woman to dunk in an NCAA game almost 
25 years ago, a handful of players have done it in 
college and WNBA games, including Lisa Leslie, 
Candace Parker of Nape nolle, Michelle Snow and 
Sylvia Fowles of the Chicago Sky 

Griner’s already ridiculous measurements, 
which include a size 17 shoe, are even more 
unbelievable considering she’s not finished 
growing. A recent exam revealed she could 
reach 6-10 or 6-n. 

Griner’s fame has been rising since a video of 
her dunking in practice hit YouTube two years 
ago. It has been viewed almost 3.4 million times, 
and crowds unheard of in girls basketball fill area 
gyms to see her play 

There were more than 6,300 fans at Nimitz’s 
win over Ft. Bend Dulles on Friday She dunked 
twice. (Video of those dunks already has received 
almost 30,000 views on Y>uTube.) 

The first came after she stole the ball from 
fellow McDonald’s All-American Kelsey Bone 
and finished with a one-handed dunk on the fast 
break. 

But the second one was the real treat: Griner 
got the ball ahead of the crowd, shook the last 
defender at the top of the key and drove in for 
the two-hander. She hung on the rim for a couple 
of seconds as the stunned defender cleared out.

Bash of the titans 




In a perfect world, national burger competi- 
tions would take place every week. Imagine 
the outcome! Burgers everywhere would be 
elevated as chefs tried to outdo one another for 
glory and riches. 

Much to the Great Burgerelli’s chagrin, they 
do not. So when a big one does come along, such 
as the annual Burger Bash at the South Beach 
Wine & Food Festival in Miami, I take notice. 
This year, two local chefs, Rick Bayless and Sola’s 
Carol Wallack, took part in the February event. 
Though Season 4 “Top Chef” contestant Spike 
Mendelsohn bested everyone, Wallack walked away 
with top honors for her parmesan-truffle fries. 

Again, in a perfect world, the Great Burgerelli 
would have been invited to host this celebration of 
burgers. Alas, Rachael Ray got the call. But I put 
aside my pride and paid a visit to Wallack’s North 
Center restaurant on a recent Thursday (the only 
evening the burger is available; it’s also on the 
Thursday-Friday lunch menu) to sample the goods. 

Burgerelli’s breakdown 

The burger: Thick, compact and made with a half- 
pound ofWagyu beef— which perhaps explains the 
shocking $18 ($13 at lunch) price— this juicy patty is a 
thing to be savored. The texture was delightful. 


The bun: Oh, how I love a pretzel bun! This one, 
all buttery and soft, is a lovely example of the subset. 
My only quibble was with some sloppy slicing, pos- 
sibly an isolated case: The tiny top was only about an 
inch thick, while the bottom bun was unusually hefty 
The fixings: Rarely do I see such a thoughtful 
combination: house-cured bacon, sweet caramelized 
onions and fresh arugula, with creamy cambozola lit- 
erally dripping down the sides. No ketchup required. 

Everything else: I was all atwitter over the award- 
winning parmesan-truffle fries, so perhaps I set 
myself up for a letdown. They were not bad, nor were 
they the finest specimen I have encountered. Save 
for a touch of truffle oil, I didn’t find them much dif- 
ferent from other parmesan fries. 

Burgerelli’s bottom line: Don’t bash this burger— 
it’s a winner in my book.

3 questions for the 
Old Style brewmaster 
who brought back 
kraeusening 

By Matt McGuire 

Old Style has returned to its old style. 

The classic beer, which has quenched 
many a Cubs fan’s thirst at Wrigley Field, 
has begun kraeusening its beer— again. 

Perhaps you’ve heard of kraeusening. 

It was frequently mentioned in Old Style 
advertising but rarely understood. It 
had something to do with making beer. 
Probably 

Regardless, Old Style stopped the prac- 
tice after moving its production to the 
Miller Brewing complex in Milwaukee 
in 1999. The new facility didn’t have the 
right equipment, it seems. 

Here’s what’s important: Kraeusened 
Old Style tastes better. We tracked down 
the new and old versions, and in a blind 
tasting among colleagues, six out of seven 
of us preferred the new, kraeusened Old 
Style. 

Bob Newman, 63, has been brewing 
beer since 1974 at the Pabst Brewing 
Company, which currently owns Old 
Style as well as many other classic 
American beer brands. We tracked him 
down for a few quick questions.

In terms Joe Six-Pack can 
understand, explain kraeusen- 
ing to me. 

You go through a normal fer- 
mentation, which is normally 
five to seven days in a fermenter. 
As that fermentation starts 
to peter out because all the 
fermentable sugars have been 
gobbled up by the yeast, you add 
some more fresh wort or fer- 
mentable sugars. ... In effect, it 
becomes a secondary fermenta- 
tion but at a much slower pace. 

... You wind up with a smoother 
product. It tends to give you 
a more balanced beer with a 
cleaner finish. 


How do you prefer 
Old Style: bottle, can 
or draught? 

Probably the 
draught. We use 
a heat-treatment 
pasteurization 
for bottles and 
cans, whereas our 
draught— the beer 
in kegs — doesn’t go 
through a heat pro- 
cess. It goes through 
a tiny filtration pro- 
cess called microfil- 
tration. ... The beer 
doesn’t get any heat 
damage. 


You also oversee brewing for 
Stroh’s, Old Milwaukee and 
Schlitz, among others. Would 
you be able to taste the differ- 
ence between the brands in a 
blind taste-test? 

I’m supposed to be able to. 

It’s part of my job descrip- 
tion. I would say 90 percent of 
the time I can. Popular beers 
tend to be very close {in taste]. 
Different breweries — Bud vs. 
Miller vs. Pabst— have a narrow 
rainbow of flavors peculiar to 
their own brand. Within those 
breweries you can pick out com- 
petitors.

Singer-songwriter’s 
musical journey has 
been a family affair

If MER’s songs sound like he’s been making 
music his whole life, well, that’s pretty much 
right. 

Born Edmer Abante, the Chicago-based 
singer-songwriter started playing piano when 
he was in grade school and soon began sing- 
ing and taking lessons in classical guitar. He’s 
mixed those influ- 
ences into a blend 
of soulful pop rock 
that showcases his 
impressive vocal tal- 
ents and heartfelt 
lyrics.

“I turned 30 in December,” he said. “I’ve 
already gone this far.
